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TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF 

WARWICK 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  upon  the  health  of  the 
district  for  1958.  Delay  arose  in  publishing  previous  reports 
because  the  staff  of  the  health  department  had  been  over¬ 
burdened  with  routine  work  and  I  regret  that  the  same  con¬ 
ditions  have  delayed  the  appearance  of  this  one  also. 

A  review  of  the  duties  and  staffing  of  the  department  led 
the  Council  to  increase  the  establishment  by  an  additional 
health  inspector.  However,  it  proved  impossible  to  attract 
any  candidates  upon  the  basic  terms  offered  and  it  was  then 
resolved  to  advertise  instead  for  a  building  inspector.  Here 
again  the  field  of  choice  was  not  large  and  the  candidate 
appointed  later  withdrew  his  offer  of  service.  By  this  time 
the  accumulation  of  work  weighed  heavily  upon  your  officers. 

Housing. — During  the  year  progress  was  again  made  in 
the  clearance  of  unfit  properties.  Over  the  five  years  from 
1954  the  target  set  for  the  first  stage  of  your  heavy  programme 
was  reached.  The  procedure,  however,  involved  in  acquiring 
houses  for  patching  and  deferred  demolition  proved  to  be 
more  trouble  than  it  was  worth.  Accordingly  another  instal¬ 
ment  of  the  ordinary  programme  of  clearance  and  demolition 
will  have  to  be  spread  over  the  next  five  years  before  the  town 
can  rid  itself  of  the  worst  of  its  housing  problems.  There  have 
been  many  more  applications  for  grants  for  the  improvement 
of  older  property  and  these,  together  with  certificates  of  dis¬ 
repair,  have  been  a  significant  part  of  the  extra  work  arising. 

Clean  Air. — The  Council  has  agreed  to  instal  and  service 
instruments  supplied  by  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council. 
The  daily  readings  are  taken  at  the  Council  Offices  but 
estimations  of  daily  smoke  filters  are  made  by  photometer 
at  the  Analyst's  laboratory  so  that  the  factor  of  human  error 
is  eliminated.  It  is  unwise  to  draw  conclusions  from  local 
results  until  a  larger  series  of  readings  has  been  obtained. 
Already,  however,  it  is  apparent  that  foggy  or  misty  days  in 
winter  cause  great  increases  in  smoke  levels.  A  like  amount 
of  pollution  is  no  doubt  also  present  on  other  days  but  owing 
to  the  turbulence  of  air  movements  disperses  more  freely  and 
is  not  held  down  at  low  level.  From  the  viewpoint  of  the 
public  health,  it  seems  better  to  seek  to  limit  the  amounts  of 
smoke  and  dirt  given  off  in  the  first  place  than  to  burn  bitu- 
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minous  fuels  in  an  inefficient  manner  and  rely  on  nature  to 
reduce  the  pollution  to  a  harmless  degree.  Warwick  is,  of 
course,  not  without  its  own  problems  of  industrial  smoke 
emissions  but  these  can  be  remedied  under  the  powers  of  the 
Clean  Air  Acts.  Perhaps  a  half  of  the  pollution  comes  from 
the  multitude  of  domestic  chimneys. 

The  Act  allows  of  the  creation  of  smoke  control  areas 
and  public  benefit  should  result  from  the  application  of  a 
planned  programme  over  a  period  of  years.  Some  of  these 
measures  will  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  ordinary  citizen 
to  do  just  what  he  will  in  his  own  home,  and  so  some  will 
inevitably  oppose  the  programme.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
clear  that  more  and  more  people  are  fitting  approved  appli¬ 
ances  at  their  own  expense  and  have  voluntarily  come  to 
use  smokeless  fuels  ;  thus  a  goodly  section  of  public  opinion 
has  moved  ahead  of  statutory  action  in  regard  to  this  social 
reform.  Under  the  provision  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  Regula¬ 
tions  there  has  been  an  extension  of  the  list  of  industries  where 
smoke  emission  has  been  removed  from  the  supervision  of  the 
local  authority’s  officers  and  placed  within  the  scope  of  the 
Alkali  Inspectorate.  The  Council  recorded  its  objection  in 
February  1958  to  this  transfer.  A  number  of  complaints  were 
received  concerning  the  operation  of  two  foundries  in  the 
Borough  and  alleged  smoke  nuisances  therefrom.  These  were 
investigated  by  your  officers  and  reports  were  made  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  In  one  instance  the  management 
met  a  deputation  from  this  Council  and  agreement  was 
reached  upon  a  programme  of  works  designed  to  abate  both 
smoke  emission  and  nuisances  caused  by  dusty  and  noisy 
processes.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  works  of  improvement 
promised  have  reached  an  advanced  stage. 

Water  Supply. — In  view  of  the  exposed  nature  of  your 
collecting  ground,  a  watch  has  been  kept  upon  the  purity  of 
your  mains  supply.  Part  only  of  the  works  recommended  to 
you  in  1956  have  been  carried  out  but  there  was  some  improve¬ 
ment.  Complaints  received  during  the  year  were  found  to 
relate  to  excessive  iron  content  of  water  in  certain  parts  of 
the  town.  This  was  traced  to  the  Woodloes  where,  over  the 
years,  a  fair  depth  of  iron-rich  deposit  had  built  up  in  the 
well.  Arrangements  were  made  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  to 
have  this  cleaned  out  and  since  its  removal  there  have  been 
fewer  complaints. 

Food  Hygiene. — The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  sets  out  in  some  detail  a  number  of  unsatisfactory 
incidents  which  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Public  Health 
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Committee  during  the  year.  Although  only  one  of  these  led 
to  Court  proceedings  some  of  the  facts  disclose  a  deplorable 
lack  of  supervision  and  regard  for  hygienic  practices.  It  is  of 
little  use  having  fancy  shop  frontages  or  installing  expensive 
equipment  if  those  who  actually  handle  the  food  do  not  pay 
proper  attention  to  ordinary  cleanliness  and  to  the  presence 
of  foreign  matter  near  open  food  or  food  containers. 

The  recent  increase  in  staffing  will  in  time  make  itself 
felt  and  there  are  hopes  of  bringing  out  the  1959  report  in 
better  time.  I  am  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  all  the  officers  who  work  with  me  for  the  encouragement 
and  help  so  freely  given  during  the  year  under  review.

Population. — There  was  a  small  increase  of  90  in  1958.  The  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  was  54.  Thus  in  the  past  3  years  new 
families  have  entered  the  district  in  small  numbers  only  ; 
this  in  marked  contrast  to  the  experience  of  the  other 
four  districts  in  the  central  area  of  Warwickshire. 


Birth  Rate. — This  was  substantially  lower  in  1957. 

Death  Rates. — These  were  at  a  low  level  in  1956  both  at  all  ages  and 
for  infants  under  one  year. 

In  1958  one  death  occurred  from  suicide  and  motor  vehicle  acci¬ 
dents  killed  2  persons.  Seven  persons  died  from  other  types  of  accident. 

Statistics  for  the  past  seven  years  and  also  for  England  and  Wales 
in  1958  will  be  seen  under  Table  II.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  H.  Brown,  the  Borough  Engineer, 
for  much  of  the  following  information  : — 

Water  Supply. — Continued  heavy  consumption  figures, 
together  with  the  declining  yield  from  Haseley  caused  some 
concern  in  supply.  However,  the  purchase  of  bulk  supplies 
from  the  Warwick  Rural  District  Council  enabled  the  level 
in  the  Reservoir  to  be  maintained.  Emergency  supplies  were 
also  available  from  the  Central  Hospital.  The  introduction  of 
a  boosted  system  in  the  Emscote  Area  overcame  pressure 
and  supply  difficulties  in  this  particular  area. 

Consumption  for  year  279,340,000  gallons. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  existing  systems  have 
proved  satisfactory,  together  with  all  sewers  on  new  Estate 
Development.  A  new  storm  water  outfall  sewer  from  the 
Percy  Estate  to  the  River  Avon  has  relieved  some  flooding 
in  the  Montague  Road  Area.  The  new  gravitation  systems  on 
the  Percy  Estate  have  now  been  brought  into  full  operation 
and  connected  by  Waterworks  Lane  to  the  main  low  level 
outfall  sewer. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal. — Collection  of  refuse  has 
been  maintained  satisfactorily,  but  a  weekly  collection  is  not 
yet  in  operation.  The  extra  loads  from  new  Housing  Estates 
at  Cliff e  Way  and  Percy  Estate  have  prevented  the  realization 
of  the  weekly  collection  which  remains  the  ultimate  aim  of 
this  service. 

Housing. — Approximately  36  Private  Houses  and  125 
Municipal  Houses  have  been  completed.  Council  development 
has  been  mainly  concentrated  on  the  Percy  Estate  to  the 
North-East  of  the  Borough. 

River  and  Streams. — No  serious  trouble  as  regards  flood¬ 
ing  has  been  experienced  during  the  period. 

Sewage  Disposal. — The  Sewage  Works  have  given  a  satis¬ 
factory  effluent  throughout  the  period,  but  again  there  were 
clear  indications  of  certain  overloading  of  the  Works. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Paddling  Pool.— No  Swimming 
baths  are  at  present  available  for  public  use  in  the  Borough. 
A  Chlorination  system  for  the  Paddling  Pool  has  been  in¬ 
troduced  with  satisfactory  results,  although  the  operation  has 
disclosed  the  need  for  close  attention  by  the  person  in 
charge  and  periodic  sampling  at  times  of  peak  use.

Scarlet  Fever . — This  complaint  was  more  prevalent  than 
for  several  years  past  and  three  of  the  twelve  cases  were 
removed  to  hospital.  Removal  is  today  the  exception  rather 
than  the  rule  as  the  disease  is  seemingly  milder  and  therapy 
more  effective.  It  is  probable  that  many  children  have 
identical  throat  infections  without  the  rash  and  are  thus  not 
notified  to  the  Health  Department.  Control  is  also  made 
easier  by  improved  hygienic  conditions  in  homes  and  schools 
so  that  exclusion  of  child  contacts  from  school  is  no  longer 
standard  practice. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis. — Only  one  adult  was  affected  by 
this  disease  during  the  year.  This  was  in  marked  contrast  to 
the  previous  year’s  experience.  It  is  too  early  however  to 
attempt  to  relate  the  figures  to  the  extent  of  protective 
immunization  of  certain  age  groups.

18  patients  were  admitted  to  Sanatorium  and  16  patients 
discharged  during  the  year.  There  is  now  no  problem  of 
notified  patients  having  to  wait  for  admission  to  hospital. 
Under  modern  treatment  the  stay  in  hospital  is  shorter  as  is 
the  period  during  which  patients  remain  sputum  positive  or 
infective.  Also  an  earlier  return  to  work  is  possible  for  many 
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patients  which  much  eases  both  the  financial  problems  as 
well  as  the  difficulty  in  exercising  mind  and  body  during 
prolonged  spells  of  enforced  rest. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  that  where  persons — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm 
or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  gives  a  written  certificate  in  the  prescribed 
form,  the  local  authority  may  apply  to  a  court,  having  juris¬ 
diction  for  an  order  to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  and 
convenient  place  e.g.  hospital.  Seven  days  clear  notice  must 
be  given  of  the  intended  application  and  it  must  also  be  given 
to  the  person  managing  the  premises.  The  order,  if  granted, 
may  authorize  a  person’s  detention  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  months. 

Two  cases  were  referred  for  investigation. 

Case  1. — Mrs.  E - .  The  difficulties  here  were  found  to  be 

unconcerned  with  welfare  and  arose  from  unneighbourly  conduct  and 
language  by  a  married  woman  estranged  from  her  husband  and 
apparently  in  need  of  psychiatric  treatment. 

Case  2. — Miss  T -  (75).  An  elderly  gentlewoman  had  become 

unable  to  care  for  herself  and  a  large  house  properly.  Although  having 
means  she  was  stubborn  and  dirty  and  refused  all  advice  and  help  from 
relatives  or  others.  Sanitary  conditions  became  so  bad  that  it  was 
necessary  to  advise  the  Council  to  apply  to  the  Courts  for  an  order 
detaining  this  lady  in  Part  III  accommodation.  This  action  was  taken 
early  in  1959. 
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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Warwick 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  a  report  upon  the  work  of  my  depart¬ 
ment  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1958. 

As  has  been  the  case  during  the  past  few  years  inspections  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Housing  Act  occupied  most  of  the  time,  but  this  work 
is  now  bringing  its  rewards  in  the  sense  that  on  the  one  hand  improve¬ 
ment  grants  and  repairs  notices  are  producing  increasingly  noticeable 
results  in  the  preservation  of  old  properties  and  on  the  other  hand 
totally  unfit  houses  which  annually  have  given  rise  to  repeated  com¬ 
plaints  since  I  was  appointed  in  1942  are  at  long  last  disappearing. 
The  subject  is  reported  upon  more  fully  below. 

Inspections  and  visits  for  the  purposes  of  the  Selection  of  Tenants 
Sub-Committee  continued  to  be  combined  with  statutory  housing 
duties  with  the  advantages  discussed  in  previous  reports.  The  benefits 
of  this  arrangement  were  all  the  more  marked  in  the  year  under  review 
as  so  many  families  were  moved  from  unfit  houses.

In  addition  at  the  end  of  1958  there  were  67  houses  from  which 
the  tenants  had  already  moved  awaiting  demolition. 

The  number  of  houses  represented  during  the  year  for  demolition 
action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957, 
was  154  ;  a  small  clearance  area  comprising  6  houses,  including  an  old 
common  lodging  house,  was  confirmed  ;  another  clearance  area  com¬ 
prising  19  houses  was  represented  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
action,  embracing  179  houses,  is  by  far  the  biggest  step  taken  in  a 
single  year  towards  clearing  away  unfit  property  in  the  town.  The 
results  of  the  action  are  as  follows  : —

179  houses 
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Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  advance  of  the  opportunity  of 
rehousing  and  a  considerable  delay  in  rehousing  generally  was  un¬ 
avoidable.  Nevertheless  families  were  moved  from  45  of  the  99  houses 
subject  to  demolition  orders  in  the  same  year  and  arrangements  for 
the  rehousing  of  many  of  the  remaining  families  were  well  in  hand. 
In  addition,  occupiers  of  26  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  rehoused  in 
1958,  bringing  the  total  of  condemned  houses  vacated  to  71  for  the 
period  under  review. 

Improvement  Grants 

Improvement  grants  for  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  internal 
sanitary  accommodation,  hot  water  facilities,  food  storage  and  other 
improvements  for  which  grants  can  be  made,  continued  to  make  a 
noticeable  contribution  to  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  many  of  the 
older  houses  in  the  town. 

The  Council’s  helpful  policy  in  this  matter  is  achieving  excellent 
results,  particularly  in  assisting  in  the  preservation  of  ancient  timber¬ 
framed  dwellings  where  the  maximum  grant  so  often  permits  modernisa¬ 
tion  which  might  otherwise  prove  too  costly  to  the  owner. 

By  the  end  of  1958,  109  dwellings  had  been  modernised  with  the 
aid  of  grants  since  1954  ;  18  were  completed  in  1958  and  the  average 
grant  paid  over  the  whole  was  £262. 

Housing  Inspections  and  Repairs 

With  so  much  emphasis  on  clearance  of  unfit  houses,  little  time 
could  be  spared  for  systematic  house-to-house  inspections  to  obtain 
timely  maintenance  of  better  property  and  so  prevent  such  property 
from  falling  into  a  state  of  serious  disrepair.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  however,  you  authorised  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  housing 
inspector  and  part  of  his  time  will  be  devoted  to  house-to-house  inspec¬ 
tion  with  a  view  to  the  earliest  possible  resumption  of  this  important 
work  on  an  adequate  scale.

To  promote  the  fullest  use  of  municipal  accommodation  42  ex¬ 
changes  were  arranged. 

In  the  twelve  years  since  the  end  of  1945,  975  families,  comprising 
3,615  persons  have  been  re-housed,  but  during  the  same  period  there 
have  been  2,048  applications,  106  of  these  being  registered  during  1958. 
Though  quite  a  number  of  applications  are  cancelled  either  at  the 
request  of  the  applicants  or  through  failure  to  renew,  the  majority  are 
found  to  be  genuinely  made  and  experience  shows  that  three  out  of 
every  four  have  eventually  to  be  satisfied.  The  rate  of  new  applications 
was  a  little  above  that  of  the  two  previous  years  and,  in  view  of  the 
number  of  houses  now  being  used  for  rehousing  from  condemned 
property,  the  rate  of  new  building  was  insufficient  to  prevent  a  length¬ 
ening  of  the  waiting  period  for  most  applicants. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTIONS 

Two  thousand  and  twenty  two  was  the  total  number  of  inspections 
made  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  As  in  previous  years, 
most  of  the  247  notices  issued  under  the  Public  Health  Act  related  to 
dwelling  house  defects  of  a  general  nature  and  were  limited  to  urgent 
matters.  In  26  cases  it  was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices. 

Drainage,  Sanitary  Accommodation,  Washing  Accommodation 

and  Refuse  Receptacles 

During  the  period  40  notices  requiring  choked  drains  to  be  cleared 
or  defective  drains  to  be  repaired  were  complied  with  ;  20  notices 

requiring  repairs  to  water  closets  received  attention  ;  2  washhouses 

were  rebuilt  or  repaired  ;  9  dustbins  were  provided  and  9  accumulations 
of  refuse  were  removed.

There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  in  use.  The  return  of

In  addition  visits  were  made  to  hospitals  in  the  Borough  on  8 
occasions,  to  the  cattle  market  five  times,  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  and 
sewage  disposal  works  were  treated  regularly,  and  28  other  properties 
belonging  to  the  Corporation  were  inspected  and  treated  for  infestations. 

Four  large  blocks  of  properties  were  surveyed  to  deal  with  rat 
infestations. 
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As  part  of  the  Government’s  programme  in  respect  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  contracts  for  regular  treatment  of  farms  to  prevent  rat 
infestations  were  discontinued  as  from  1st  April.  Local  authorities  were 
required  (a)  to  survey  farms  from  time-to-time  to  ascertain  infestations 
and  (b)  to  carry  out  disinfestations  where  farmers  fail  to  take  adequate 
steps  themselves.  Steps  were  taken  to  carry  out  this  work  as  found 
possible. 

Bed  Bugs. — Complaints  of  bed  bugs  were  again  small  compared 
with  a  few  years  ago.  Apart  from  issuing  insecticide  to  applicants,  the 
Department  treated  18  houses  successfully. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Routine  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  and  visits  to  factories 
continued  consistently  throughout  the  year. 

The  full  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  June,  but,  with  increased  work  arising  from  other  duties,  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  carry  out  all  the  obligations  imposed  by  the  Act. 

As  part  of  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air 
Council  to  provide  throughout  the  County  apparatus  for  the  purpose 
of  measuring  atmospheric  pollution,  a  deposit  gauge  for  measuring 
solid  particles  in  the  atmosphere,  a  lead  peroxide  apparatus  for  measur¬ 
ing  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  and  a  smoke  filter  and  sulphur 
dioxide  apparatus  for  daily  tests  were  installed  in  the  Borough.  The 
deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  apparatus  were  placed  in  an  open 
area  in  the  vicinity  of  Warwick  Hospital,  that  is  on  the  northern  side 
of  the  Borough,  while  the  sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  for  daily  tests  was 
installed  at  the  Health  Department  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Readings 
indicate  that  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  Borough  is  not  serious. 

As  more  houses  became  occupied  on  the  Percy  Estate,  the  tenants 
were  informed  of  the  necessity  to  burn  smokeless  fuels  and  co-operation 
with  coal  merchants  in  the  Borough  in  supplying  the  requisite  fuels  to 
the  houses  on  the  Estate  was  achieved. 

Sanitary  Accommodation  at  Public  Houses  and  Places  of 

Public  Entertainment 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  cinema  and  at  licensed  premises 
generally  was  found  to  be  of  a  good  standard  and  well  maintained.  At 
five  licensed  premises  the  accommodation  was  improved  after  repre¬ 
sentations  to  the  owners  concerned.  Very  substantial  improvements, 
including  new  conveniences  and  washing  facilities  of  a  high  standard, 
were  made  at  one  of  the  principal  hotels. 

Caravans  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

Four  inspections  during  the  year  were  made  for  the  purposes  of 
sections  268  and  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Five  notices  were 
issued,  requiring  owners  to  discontinue  the  use  of  unlicensed  sites  for 
caravan  purposes.  At  the  end  of  1958,  six  licences  permitting  the 
stationing  of  caravans  were  in  operation  in  the  Borough. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

During  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  additional  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  was  provided  at  2  factories,  the  existing  accommodation  was 
improved  at  2  factories,  ventilation  and  heating  improvements  provided 
at  one  factory  and  general  cleanliness  improved  at  2  factories.  At  the 
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end  of  1958  the  Register  included  122  factories,  92  having  mechanical 
power  (at  which  the  local  authority’s  duties  are  limited  to  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  section  7  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937),  19  without  mechanical 
power  and  11  other  premises  to  which  the  Factories  Act  applies. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

One  business  in  the  Borough  has  been  registered  as  required  by 
this  Act,  and  regular  inspections  are  made  of  the  premises. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

Inspections  and  re-inspections  of  shops  continued  during  1958. 
The  following  improvements  were  made  at  shops  during  the  year  under 
review  :  sanitary  accommodation  improved  at  6  shops  ;  improved 
washing  facilities  at  6  shops  ;  improved  ventilation  at  2  shops  ;  struc¬ 
tural  improvements  at  6  shops.  At  the  end  of  1958,  certificates  of 
exemption  from  the  necessity  to  provide  sanitary  accommodation  were 
in  operation  at  six  shops. 

TERMINAL  DISINFECTION 

Eighteen  houses  in  1958  were  disinfected  following  removal  of 
patients  to  hospital  or  at  the  request  of  occupiers.  Thirteen  lots  of 
bedding  were  disinfected  or  destroyed.  A  total  of  16  investigations 
were  made  over  the  year,  following  notifications  of  infectious  disease.

Inspection  of  Food  at  Retailiers’  Shops 

Visits  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year  under  review  were  : 
472  to  retail  shops  and  similar  premises  ;  136  to  premises  used  for  food 
preparation  ;  41  to  ice  cream  premises  and  vehicles  and  20  to  hotels. 
Food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  weighed  6  cwts.  1  qr. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  continue  enforcement  of  the  Regulations 
and  of  the  Byelaws  relating  to  the  manufacture,  sale  and  storage  of 
foodstuffs,  but,  because  of  the  pressure  of  other  work,  comprehensive 
surveys  were  not  possible,  and  inspections  had  to  be  made  as  oppor- 
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tunity  permitted.  Nevertheless,  every  attempt  was  made  to  maintain 
a  high  standard  of  food  handling.  Attention  was  directed  to  the  need 
for  stricter  cleanliness  at  several  premises  and  various  traders  were 
required  to  provide  protection  for  food  displayed  in  the  open  air.  In 
all,  67  notices  were  issued  and,  by  the  end  of  1958,  55  had  been  com¬ 
plied  with. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  principal  improvements  made 
during  the  year  under  review  : — 

Restaurants,  Cafes,  Canteens  and  Snack  Bars. — New  washing 
facilities  at  5  ;  improved  sanitary  accommodation  at  5  ;  other  struc¬ 
tural  improvements  at  4  ;  improved  equipment  at  5. 

Butchers,  Bakers  and  Confectioners  Shops. — 2  shops  redecorated  ; 
improved  washing  facilities  at  5  ;  improved  equipment  at  2. 

Greengrocers  Shops. — New  washing  facilities  at  2  ;  5  shops  re¬ 

decorated. 

Wet  Fish  and  Fried  Fish  Shops. — Improved  washing  facilities  at 
2  ;  2  shops  redecorated. 

Sugar  Confectionary  Shops. — New  washing  facilities  at  2  ;  2  shops 
redecorated. 

Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses. — Improved  washing  facilities  at  4  ; 
redecorations  at  4  ;  structural  improvements  at  2  ;  improved  equip¬ 
ment  at  2. 

Grocers  Shops  and  General  Shops  Retailing  Grocery. — Improved 
washing  facilities  at  2  ;  2  shops  redecorated  ;  improved  equipment 

at  2. 

One  licence  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or 
potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  was  granted. 

Market  Stalls  and  Mobile  Canteens. — These  were  inspected  regu¬ 
larly,  particular  attention  being  given  to  the  protection  of  foodstuffs. 
Canteens  and  foodstalls  at  Warwick  Mop  and  the  Racecourse  were 
inspected.  As  in  previous  years  vehicles  and  stalls  were  approved  and, 
where  necessary,  enquiries  were  made  to  other  local  authorities  concern¬ 
ing  registrations,  before  any  Food  Vendor  was  allowed  to  trade  at 
Warwick  Mop. 

Ice  Cream  Premises  and  Vehicles. — Three  premises  were  reg¬ 
istered  in  1958  ;  there  were  53  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  for 
the  sale  of  ice  cream,  by  the  end  of  1958.  Forty-one  inspections  were 
made  and  improvements  of  a  general  nature  were  carried  out  at  5 
premises.  The  vehicles  and  equipment  of  mobile  vendors  were  subject 
to  inspection.  Two  notices  requiring  the  registration  of  premises  for 
the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream  were  issued  during  the  year. 

General. — The  standard  of  food  preparation  facilities  at  the 
principal  hotels  in  the  town  continued  to  improve,  and  the  policy  of 
several  of  the  larger  retailers  to  improve  the  design  and  equipment  of 
their  food  shops  was  again  in  evidence  by  the  continued  alteration  of 
existing  premises. 

Complaints  dealt  with  by  the  Department  during  the  year  concern¬ 
ing  foodstuffs  included  the  following  : — 

[a)  Mouldy  Swiss  Roll  bought  at  a  shop  outside  the  Borough. 
Investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  local  authority  con¬ 
cerned. 
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(6)  Dirty  Churns  received  by  a  Borough  Farmer  from  the  whole¬ 
saler  whose  premises  were  outside  the  Borough.  Investigations 
took  place  in  company  with  the  officers  from  the  other  local 
authority  concerned. 

(c)  Discoloured  sausages  purchased  in  the  Borough  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  who  reported  that  the  discolouration 
was  due  to  innocuous  animal  matter. 

(d)  Unwrapped  bread  left  in  a  shop  doorway.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  immediately  with  the  retailer  concerned  and  it  was 
found  that  the  delivery  man  was  not  carrying  out  the  instruc¬ 
tions  given  to  him. 

(/)  Fruit  cake  containing  a  small  stone.  There  was  little  doubt 
that  the  stone  had  gained  access  to  the  cake  with  the  fruit. 
Investigations  showed  that,  although  the  fruit  being  received 
by  the  baker  concerned  was  guarranteed  as  clean,  nevertheless 
small  stones  were  found  in  the  boxes  along  with  the  fruit. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  more  frequent  washing  and 
checking  before  fruit  was  used. 

(g)  A  milk  bottle  containing  foreign  matter  was  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  an  opinion.  The  foreign  matter  was  found 
to  be  concrete  firmly  adhering  to  the  bottom  of  the  milk  bottle 
and  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  readily  identified  if  the  cleaning 
had  been  properly  checked  ;  the  contamination  in  no  way 
affected  the  milk  as  a  cold  chisel  had  to  be  used  to  remove  it. 

(A)  A  piece  of  string  located  in  a  loaf  was  identified  as  being  of  a 
type  used  in  tying  flour  sacks. 

All  the  above  cases  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
who  decided  the  course  of  action  in  each  case.  In  cases  where  legal 
proceedings  were  taken,  details  are  given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 
In  other  cases  the  manufacturers,  wholesalers  or  retailers  concerned 
were  warned. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1936 

As  found  necessary,  shops  were  visited  during  the  year  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  and  Orders  made 
thereunder  concerning  correct  labelling  of  foods  displayed  for  sale. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933 

During  the  year  nine  licences  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  were 
granted. 


RENT  ACT,  1957 

Two  hundred  and  eleven  inspections  in  connection  with  the  above 
Act  were  made  during  the  year  ;  25  Notices  of  Proposal  to  issue  Certifi¬ 
cates  of  Disrepair  and  26  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  served.  Ten 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  cancelled.  Four  Undertakings  from 
owners  to  carry  out  repairs  were  accepted.

The  results  of  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  showed  that 
water  as  delivered  in  the  taps  in  the  town  was  safe  and  of  good  quality. 
Great  reliance  still  has  to  be  placed  on  the  chlorination  processes, 
although  reports  showed  that  the  position  at  the  gathering  ground  had 
improved  from  the  previous  year.  Due  to  many  complaints  being 
received  from  the  Cape  area  in  the  town  where  the  water  supply  was 
principally  from  a  well  at  Woodloes,  several  samples  were  taken,  both 
of  the  well  and  from  houses  in  the  Cape  area  ;  the  discolouration  in 
the  water  was  found  to  be  due  to  a  high  proportion  of  iron  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  public  analyst,  was  unacceptable  in  a  public  water 
supply.  Various  steps  including  removal  of  sludge  deposit  from  the 
well  itself  were  taken  by  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  an 
effort  to  reduce  this  nuisance.  The  supply  to  the  Hatton  Reservoir 
continued  to  be  a  mixture  from  the  Borough’s  gathering  ground  and 
water  from  Warwick  Rural  District  Council’s  deep  borehole  at  Shrew- 
ley. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  swimming  bath,  Warwick  School,  were 
taken  at  the  request  of  the  school  authorities.  The  result  showed 
chlorination  to  be  effective,  samples  being  sterile. 

The  reports  on  the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  taken 
from  the  Paddling  Pool  at  St.  Nicholas’  Park  continued  to  show  the 
necessity  for  precautions  and  it  was  necessary  for  stringent  cleansing 
action,  and  effective  chlorination,  to  be  arranged  by  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  results  of  the  mineral  analysis  of  the 
town’s  water  showed  water  to  be  hard.

CONCLUSION 

The  work  carried  out  by  my  department  during  the  year  became 
increasingly  heavy  and  resulted  in  an  inevitable  backlog  in  both 
inspectorial  and  clerical  work.  Increased  legislation  and  additional 
duties  are  resulting  in  greater  emphasis  being  given  to  certain  aspects 
of  our  work  to  the  unavoidable  neglect  of  some  duties.  Many  of  these 
duties  are  long  established,  dating  from  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
and  the  Town’s  Improvement  Clauses  Act  of  1847  ;  while  for  a  year  or 
two  they  can  be  left  alone,  a  prolonged  neglect  of  fundamental  inspec¬ 
tions  in  certain  spheres  of  activity  can  only  lead  to  a  marked  lowering 
of  standards — even  in  the  middle  of  the  twentieth  century.  This  is  a 
state  of  affairs  which  must  be  guarded  against,  even  if  more  staff 
has  to  be  recruited  and — by  one  means  or  another — -trained.  In  this 
last  respect,  the  signs  are  not  at  all  propitious,  as  throughout  the 
country,  difficulties  are  being  experienced  in  recruiting  suitable  men 
for  training  in  Public  Health  work,  and  many  when  partially  trained 
are  lost  to  private  industries. 

The  new  Examination  Board  for  Public  Health  Inspectors  will 
shortly  begin  its  work  and  will  direct  its  attention  to  these  matters  ; 
its  findings  are  awaited  with  keenness,  but  it  should  be  stated  now 
that  the  smaller  authorities  will  have  to  offer  more  facilities  to  provide 
a  fair  share  in  future  training  and  not,  as  has  been  the  case  for  many 
years  now,  leave  the  training  of  the  Public  Health  inspectors  to  the 
larger  authorities. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  ready  co-operation  in  seeking 
to  raise  the  standard  of  environment  and  health  conditions  in  the 
town.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  chief  officers  of  other  departments 
for  helpful  co-operation  and  to  members  of  my  staff  for  continued 
excellent  services  during  another  period  when  the  demands  upon  the 
office  have  continued  to  be  very  heavy.
